The prior 
art of record does not teach an in situ method of analyzing amniotic fluid using a 
spectrometer to acquire a spectrum to predict the risk of developing a medical condition 
in the pregnant mother or the offspring based on a predetermined correlation between 
spectra of amniotic fluid and the likelihood of developing the medical condition. 
Therefore, in view of the amendments made to the claims, the previous rejection is 
withdrawn.
